Philosophical View 


Editor of The Hornet: 

An open letter to whom it may 
concern: 

“In making his way throuzh life, 


‘it was an excellent picture and 2 man will find it useful to be 


custodiet custos?” (roughly translated—Who will clean 
up after the janitors?) People who sacrifice their morals 
hy subjecting themselves to view and, if need be, to pro- 
scribe, are indeed to be commended. Their devotion to the 
welfare of others might well lead them to an eternity of 
damnation. 

On the other hand, most collegiates congratulate 
themselves for their broadmindedness and are positive 
that they will always have this virtue. But will they? 
Will you have the same attitudes about life and morals 
20 years from now as you do now? Will those who blas- 
phere attempts to censor or ban movies, books stage 
plays, etc., feel the same when they are parents and have 
the responsibilties of molding the minds and bodies of 
their sons and daughters? If they do, they will have 
reversed a trend of more than 4000 years. 


This philosophy probably comes fairly close to describing | 


the wide divergence of actions between Student Council and 
Executive Council. The student group is dynamic and more 
easy to let a situation like the current problem pass without 
feeling it was a dastardly sin. The elder group, more set in 
its ways, feels moral affrontals as well as community pres- 
sure. 

Although Student Council did not take the type of action 
which would have satisfied the administrators, it did 
project a long-range plan to cure the main problems: that 
this type of entertainment should not again be presented. 
Student Council successfully turned down outside pressure in 
making its decision to hold dance committees responsible for 
screening all entertainment. 

The Hornet feels that littie concrete and constructive 
benefit can be done to the two students or the college 
by the carrying out of the harsh suspension. The “Offense” 
committed by the two students was not done to hurt or 
offend anyone. Unfortunately, some were offended. No one, 
however, was permanently damaged, unless one considers 
the actors’ plight: Other than both being suspended until 
Jan. 28, 1955, one is highly susceptable to the draft and the 
other stands a good chance to never enter his chosen pro- 
fession, teaching, 

Particular stress is made on Harris, who unlike his part- 
ner, humbled himself before the dean of instruction and 
Executive Council at several hearings. Both men, in the past 
have been an asset to dramatics as well as the entire college. 

It is urged, and desired, that Executive Council will take 
serious note of the petition presented to it. Student
